titled uobiiity in vnio. The name of the 
Babjeot of tLe preaont remarks is not 
found tiioro. Ho miglit have been 
known in history as Sir George Pea- 
body; bul modotitly and firmly ho do- 
cliaed, to accept the title, evenm il*. 
hands of Queen Victoria, dhooslDg rather 
to live and die plain and unaBBumiiig

for her noble guest. Storey, the Bcnlp- 
tor, standing by the statue, being loudly 
called upon for a speech, significantly 
tapped tbe silent marblo, laconicolly 
remarking " Thai's my siiech." It is i. 
noticeable coiuoideuce thai one of the 
laat publio acts of tbo Marquis of Wer.t- 
niinstor was to preside at tbo unveiling 
ot Euglana'a statute to Pdabody, and to 
flO'"'n both these distinguished men, each 
representing a great i;ountry, have bbeo 
called away. Peabody went to Lpn«.
